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1. In response to Applicants' remark filed on 09/15/03, it appears that claim 1 is a generic 
claim. However, non-elected claims 4-5 are still withdrawn from consideration since generic 
claim is not allowable at this time.

3. Claiml is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Inoue (Pat # 
3,707,636). 

As to claim 1, Inoue discloses an apparatuses shown in figure 4 having an alternating 
signal (150) impress alternating signals to electrostrictive elements (101,102,103) and a 
detecting m4ans (161,162,163) for converting a distortion (vibration) of the eWetrostrictive 
elements and converting that distortion into an electrical signal. 

4. Claims 2-3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

The prior art does not disclose detecting means comprises a piezoelectric element that 
deforms in proportion to the amount of deformation of the electrostircitve element., the locations 
of the electrostrictive elements and their shapes. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 5
